“To the Front.” 
That may be 
St. Louis’ motto 
on all other days 
of the year, but 
not on May 1. 
“In the Van.” 
That’s the mov- 
ing-day motto. 
Don’t be ab- 
sent minded Fri- 
day night and go 
to the flat you 
lived TaAurs- 
day. ‘The man 
that moved - in 
Friday might. 
shoot you for a burglar. Of course it’s 
moving day. Just look at the comic 
papers and the moving-picture shows. 


Stand at Jeflerson avenue and Vlive 
street and look like a member of the 
Bottoms Gang, and see how quickly a 
policeman wl tell you to ‘‘move on.’’ 

There are three reasons for moving in 
St. Louis, to-wit: The roof leaks, you 
can’t pay your rent, or it’s May 1. 

Hundreds of families in St. Louis 
moved Friday, and if it hadn’t been 
Friday there might have been  thou- 
sands. 

Superstition is strong, especially 
among flat dwellers. Many of them be- 
lieve all sorts of dire happenings will 
follow if they move on the unlucky day. 

There seems to be some ground for 
this superstition. Once a lady moved 
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day, and after she 
had her things 
arranged in the 
parlor, she found 
the flat was not 
what she expect- | 
ed, because there 
was no place _to 
put. her what-not. 

She complained 
to the landlord, 
and he said: 

“Lady, I know 
not what a 
what-not is.” 

And. so she had 
‘to move again. 

A man moved on 
Friday, and thrée 
months later a burglar broke in and 
Stole the embroidered suspendiwy his 
wife gave him for Christmae He 
thought that broke the hoodoo, so he 
moved again on Friday and the ter- 
glar came back with the suspenders 
and handed them to him, saying: ‘You 
Wear them, I can’t.” 

These instances show, that persons 
who do not move on Friday are wise.

An officer of one of the biggest moving 
concerns in St. Louis estimated that 
more than 500 families struck the trail 
from Somewhere to Somewhere else. 

This number was 10 per cent smaller 
than last year, when moving day was 
Wednesday. 

The movement was mainly to the 
west, where, real estate dealers say, 
rents are from 15 to 20 per cent lower 
than at this time last year. Reductions 
are greatest for high-priced flats and 
detached dwellings, the demand for 
which has been lessened by the rapid 
spread of the apartment house habit. 
-“"Rents in North and South St. “ouls 
have not been reduced,” said a dealer 
Friday. “Moderate priced fiats and 
houses in those sections are always in 
demand.”

Miss Violetta Pierce, the _ oldest 
daughter, testified in her mother’s be- 
half and said she had acted for her fa- 
ther {n an effort to induce her mother 
to consent to a divorce.

Weman Had Inquest Reopened. 

Mrs. Kaltenrieder had appeared before 
a Coroner’s jury Thursday morning to 
reopen the inquest in order to tell that 
she had met Mamie Werner the morn- 
ing Bertha died and that the child had 
told her Mrs. Trescher had given Ber- 
tha a dose of medicine shortly before 
her death. 

Later Mamie Werner denied, in the 
presence of a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
that she had said this to her aunt, and 
Capt. Johnson. brought them face to 
face in his private office, after hearing 
their stories separately. 


#lamie, who has a sweet face, told the. 


Captain she had not told her aunt any- 
thing of the sort. She told her story 
in such a straightforward manner, ana 
stood a severe cross-examination con-

They Did $2000 Damage and the 
Suspended Night Watchman 
Will Recover His Job. 


Three men who cracked three safes 
at Jasper, Mo., and acquired 36 cents, 
wrought better than they thought.

John McCollough would have been 
burned to death in his home near Ben- 
, ton early Friday if his neighbor, Lon 
Stewart, had been a. little later in 
awakening him. 

The whole upper half of McCollougi¥s 
house was afire, and plaster from the 
ceiling was dropping on his bed, when 
Stewart broke the window of his bed- 
room and shouted to him, then helped 
him crawl out of the wirfaow. The 
Houses of both Stewart and McCollough, 
at 7209 and 7205 Lindenwood place, were 
burned to the ground. Nothing was 
saved but the doll of 4-year-old Edna 
Stewart, which her father risked his 
life to rescue. 

Stewart, with his wife and two little 
children, and McCollough stood in the 
street in their night clothing and bare- 
footed while the houses burned, 

Goes Barefoot to Relative. 

The Stewart family went barefooted 
to the home of Mrs. Stewart’s mother, 
Mrs. Seifert, 7100 Lindenwood place, and 
were cared for there. Mr. McCullough 
was given shoes and clothing by dif- 
ferent neighbors. 

The fire was discovered at 2 a. m. by 
Stewart. He saw the roof of McCul- 
lough’s house ablaze, while the wind 
was blowing the fire straight for his 
own house. He awakened his wife and 
two children and hurried them out, and 
then he went to awaken McCullough. 

He pounded on_ the front door, but 
McCullough was sleeping so soundly 
that it did not arouse him. Then he 
went to a side, window of the bedroom 
on the first floor in which McCullough 
was aslecp and smashed the glass. He 
could see McCullough on _ the ped, 
asleep. 

The room was filled with smoke, ané@ 
bits of plaster, loosened by the fire 
that was eating through the _ ceiling, 
were falling on his bed. Stewart yelled 
to him, and McCullough sat up in bed. 

Hauls Him Through Window. 

As Stewart. helped hau! McCollough 
through the window the (fire burst 
through into the room from above. If 
McCollough had been a minute longer 
in the room he would have been suffo- 
cated. 

Stewart then returned to his family. 
His wife and two children were shivcr- 
ing in the cold.

One hundred and fifty bakers employ- 
ed by the seven concerns constituting 
the American Baking Co. of St. Louis 
struck Friday morning because the 
seven concerns refused to sign an agree- 
ment to employ none but union bakers. 

Three of the companies in the com- 
bination had employed none but union 
men last year. They are the Heydt; 
Condon and St. Louis bakeries. But 
their employes. quit with the employes 
of the Welle-Boettler, Hauck & Hoerr, 
Home and Freynd Bros. bakeries. 

Will Insist on “Open Shop.” 

Officials &f these companies say they 
will insist on the “open shop’’ in their 
plants. The strikers say they will hold 
out for the unionizing of all. the shops. 

The bakers who walked out met at 
riarugari Hali, Tenth and Carr streets, 
Friday morning and were urged to ¢e- 
main firm in their position by Otto 
Fischer of Chicago, international secre- 
tary of the bakers’ union. Peter Biesel, 
secretary of the local organization, said 
Friday that none of the bakers will re. 
turn to work so long as any non-union 
man is permitted to make bread and 
pies for any of the American Baking 
Co.’s constituent concerns. 


Replaced by Other Men. 

The bakery proprietors say they have 
hired all the men they need to bake 
their bread and that the strike will not 
interfere with their business. 

“We don’t give a continental how 
long they stay out,’’ said Walter 
Freund of Freund Bros. ‘‘We employ 
anybody we please—union or nonunion 
gf we are going to continue doing 

vaiainh Boettler, president of the 
American Baking Co., said: 

“The strike is merely called by the 
union to try to get all the jobs in all 
of our plants.

_ There have been many useful servants of the 
laterests in public station, but not many of them 


have aequitted themselves with the cleverness of 


Joseph G. Cannon. A most Valuable and depend- 
able man when private greed has had anything at 
Stake, he has mahaged to be as popular with the 
masses-as with the select circles who knew him 
better than anybody else did. 

Mr‘ Cannon looks ard carries himself like an 
unsophisticated farmer to whom the deceits, lux- 
urfes and follies of life are unknown.

A consumer discovers that in 1902 he was under- 
charged by the Union Electric concern, and his 
conscience compels him ta acknowledge the fact 
and send it a check for $52 in full payment, 

This conscientious consumer may yet labor un- 
der a mistake. Certainly his experience is unique, 
and in view of subsequent history it is almost 
incrédible that the company ever undercharged 
anybody, even as far back as 1902. We are loath 
to charge the company with carelessness in erring 
on that side of the ledger. When it has been care- 
less it has been careful to be careless in the other 
direction, and its regularity in this particular has 
been so absolute that it seemed to supply the one 
exception to the rule that every rule must have 
an exception. 

Yet if this sui generis consumer has really been 
undercharged his commendable eagerness to rem- 
edy the error in his favor is easily explicable.

Dr. R. B. H. Gradwohl 
will be in charge of the squad of phy- 
sicians who will examine the men and 
any man who fails to convince the phy- 
siclans that he is in good physical con- 
dition will not be allowed to start. 

Athletic Director Bassett « declares 
that he will start the men from Free- 
burg, Ill., tomorrow exactly at noon, 
whether all of the contestants or offi- 
clals are ready or not. His idea is to 
each year have the runners start at 
noon, so that their time to the differ- 
ent stations along the 25-mfle route can 
be more easily compared with the work 
of the men the previous year. 

Bassett expects the first runner to 
reach the Missouri A. C. at least by 
2:35 o’clock. It is probable that the 
winners will cover the distance in less 
than two hours and 35 minutes. In 
fact, Bassett is confident that they will. 
Last year Hatch won in 2 hours 29 min- 
utes and 26 seconds. The conditions for 
the race wefe bad. The year previous 
the men ran over the course starting at 
Normandy, Mo., and finishing at the 
old Fair Grounds in 2 hours 41 min- 
utes and 46 seconds. Hatch was the 
winner. 

Chicago Men Here. 

Hatch, A. L. Corey, Alex. Thibeau, J. 
A. Feltes, George Merrican and C. 
E. Heath were the Chicago men who 
arrived last night. 
walked about the city during the even- 
ing. They are stopping at the M. A. C: 
Hatch and the other Chicago men pre- 
dict that Corey will run a good race 
this year. Corey has been competing 
each year, but has not shown much 
form. He ran from Chicago to Mil- 
waukee. on one occasion and also got 
a place in the Olympic Marathon held 
in this city during the World's Fair.

leaders of Congress ll permit the cre- 
ation, before adjournment, of the gov- 
ernmental machise for carrying out the 
improvement ~-of 
waterways and conservation of natural 
resources is indicated by the introduc- 
tion by Representative Burton of Ohio 
of a bill authorizing the President to 
appoint a permanent Inland Waterways 
Commission. 

The Commission is to have power to 
initiate improvement projects and when 
they are approved by Congress to put 
them into 
states, cities, corporations and individ- 
vals. A fund of $150,000 is provided for 
its expenses, but no permanent fund to 
pay for the Improvements is author- 
ized. This money must be furnished by 
Congress from time to time. 

The bill was referred to the Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce Commis- 
sion, of which the President's friend,, 
Mr. Hepburn of Iowa, is chairman. It
